Because that same year we started bringing 
our minibikes to the races. Guys used them to 
examine the track before the races and learn 
which places were dangerous, that they 
should avoid. Minibikes may have made rac- 
ing safer.”

Why minibikes? we motorcycle riders are likely to ask when confroi 
with the unmistakeable boom in these small-wheeled products. Why not spend 
the same money on a lightweight motorcycle, that does anything a mini can 


True, minis cost as much as $400 for the top of the line models, but they 
start at around $120, And there aren’t any used ones for sale. A pre-teenage 
youngster shopping for his first two wheeler may be better off paying $120 
for a new mini than buying a flogged lightweight if he could find one for the 
same price, If you recall, the fun of one’s first motor-powered two wheeler 
is just as great whether it goes 15 mph or 150, You can tinker away with a 
minibike and still ride it, while even the simplest motorcycle calls for 
skilled hands at the wrenches if it is to survive. 

Statistics collected by Bonanza Industries show that 78% of minibike buy- 
ers eventually purchase real motorcycles, so 3 out of 4 minibike sales mean 
another motorcycle sale later on. Although there is no evidence collected to 
support it, we contend that a person learning ona minibike becomes an 
experienced rider and less likely to hurt himself when he or she graduates to 


Children are allowed to have minibikes because parents are fairly certain 
they will not be riding them in traffic. In most neighborhoods you can see the 
kids pushing their minibikes along sidewalks to the nearest vacant field every 
Saturday morning. Now that the AMA Congress, in its wisdom, has raised the 
minimum age for motorcycle racing to 16 years, we can look’ forwad to swift 
growth of minibike/lightweight motorcycle racing associations, Our kids need 
supervised events to ride, If the AMA won’t have the young ones, some new 
racing association should. It is almost a cliché to point out that some of these 
children will become the motorcycle racing stars of tomorrow. 

But, like everything else in American motorcycling, the demand is far 
greater than the supply of products, accessories, organization and communi- 
cation in the minibike field, Whether manufacturers, merchants and enthusi- 
asts in the minibike movement willavoid the pitfalls of selfish greed, laziness 
and stupidity that often handicap motorcycling and invest in the future of the 
minibike remains to be seen, We have learned not to be too optimistic. 
Certainly, however, if the minibike scene does not get itself together this 
coming year and use some good judgement, it will be cruelly dealt with by 
the forces of anti-fun, Already there are rumbles of repression in government, 
and the eastern press is having a field day with minibike scare stories, 
Fortunately, at least, there is no Junior Hells Angels movement, so perhaps 
the minis will have an easier time of it than the good ol’ motorcycle has had.

RUBICON RIVER BY MINI 


By Dan'l Mac Murray 


My dad had been planning a trip over 
a rocky old stagecoach route in the 
Northern California Rubicon River coun- 
try on his Bultaco Lobito for quite some 
time, and we spent some time research- 
ing about the old stage route from Went- 
worth Springs to the site of the old hotel 
at Rubicon Springs. 

A few of my father’s friends were tell- 
ing my father how rough the ‘‘Lower 
Sluce Box’’ was so he asked one of them, 
**What would you think of Danny doing it 
on the minibike?’’ 

And the reply came back, “A person 
would have to be some kinda nut to 
even try!’’ 

So the day before my father left I 
asked if I could go with him on my 
Bonanza minibike with the hot Hodaka in 
it and he said, ‘‘Are you kidding?’ 

I told him, “No, I really mean it.’ 

He didn’t say anything else so the next 
day we loaded up the truck and we headed 
for the Rubicon River country, 

We camped just east of a ghost town 
called. Wentworth Springs, all by our- 
selves on the bank of a brim-full river. 
We didn’t join the four-wheelers in the 
slums they call public campgrounds, 

When we got there my father said, 
«I’m not sure how rough it is but just to 
put this trip in proper perspective you 
can come along on the Bonanza but the 
minute you start to get tired you turn 
around and head back to camp.’’ 

All this was fine by me. 

The last thing we did before we left 
was to make sure that we didn’t leave 
anything important like the tools, the 
extra spark plugs or the repair links and 
chain breaker, After we checked this we 
took off, 

The real Rubicon Trip begins at the 
hardest part, the ‘Lower Sluce Box’ 
where the rocks range from the size of 
my fist to bigger'n ice boxes...which is 
pretty rough going on a minibike. Or 
anything on wheels, for that matter, 

The secret of traveling over rough 
terrain like this is getting off and walking 
and letting the bike pull you so all you 
have to do is guide the front wheel and 
help it over the biggest rocks. 

That's the hardest part of the trip. 

Toward the middle of the Lower Sluce 
Box there's a road branching off to the 
left — in case you don't want to quite 
finish the Sluce Box, and I didn't! — that 
zigs and zags and then goes straight for 
a while then back to the zig-zag route, 
but eventually it becomes part of the 
original road again, 

I'm not saying the trip gets much 
easier but the rest of it just isn't really 
as hard as the Lower Sluce Box, 

Four-wheelers don't seem to have 
much confidence — they travelinbunches 
like bananas and one seldom sees fewer 
than three or four in the back country, 
and the Rubicon gets ‘em in groups of 
over 300 — any place those people go 
they make a safari out of it. 

So about a mile or so past the Lower 
Sluce Box we passed a passel of dune 
buggies parked beside the road with the 
drivers standing in the middle of the road 
so here I came down the pike right 
through the center of the mob, 

Everybody in the safari saw me and 
their mouths dropped open and their 
eyes got real big and one of the guys 
there said, '^Well, l'llbea sonofa Bee!" 

This made my old man laugh so hard 
he ran the Lobito off the road into a brush 
pile, That made him quit laughing. 

The going wasn’t too bad for the next 
couple miles so we kept plugging along,

getting thirstier and thirstier, 

I think my father andI picked the wrong 
day for the trip; it was gettin’ kinda hot 
and I was really sweating under my 
helmet, so we were real pleased with 
our next discovery ‘cause just around a 
couple of bends there was a six-inch 
deep crick with the coldest water you 
ever tasted, Or maybe it was because I 
was never so thirsty before. 

My father told me to do the same thing 
that desert riders do when they come to 
a crick; Get down and splash water on 
yourself and don’t forget to wet a rag 
because it may get awful hot before you 
find water again and nothing feels better 
than swabbing yourself with a cool damp 
rag on a hot day. 

We rested by the crick for a while and 
found that there’s a trail off to the left 
of the crick but we didn’t have time to 
explore the trail, so we left. 

The old stage road would be kind of 
hard to lose ‘cause you cane see it forty 
feet or more ahead of you but I suppose 
someone has done it. 

A little ways past the crick I really 
began to notice how poorly the minibike 
ran at high altitude. 

My dad said it should be down about 
three main jet numbers for the altitude 
we were at, 

Well, anyway we were going good until 
we came to what is known as the ‘Upper 
Sluce Box.’ 

The Upper Sluce Box isn’t nearly as 
hard as the Lower Sluce Box but our 
problem was that a Jeep was wedged in 
the road so neatly we couldn’t get by on 
either side. 

We got to talking with the two jeepers 
and they turned out to be competition 
jeepers that actually knew something 
about how to use a Jeep. 

My dad said that they were the first 
four-wheelers he ever saw that knew 
their asses from second base! 

Some other jeepers came by while we 
were talking to the two competition jeep- 
ers and as the road was blocked they 
signaled them to go around and over.

Sloane And Mashburn 
- Hi Pointers

GARDENA, CALIF, Dec, 7, 1969— Funny 
things have a habit of happening in the 
State Championship TT race at Ascot 
each year, This year Skip Van Leeuwen, 
Keith Mashburn and John Hateley came 
into the race as the point leaders in the 
three pro classes. None of the three won 
any of the Main Events, 

, Dusty Coppage took the lead away 
from Loyd Houchins on the second lap 
and was never headed. Brelsford moved 
up to challenge, but his Harley twin went 
on one pump near the halfway mark and 
left Dusty out in front to breeze to the 
title. Skip Van Leeuwen crashed in his 
heat, broke a chain on the restart and 
even spilled once in the final. 

Eddie Wirth bailed off on the 11th lap 
with Haaby, Lawwill, Bailey, Houchins 
and Baker all heading for the pits before 
the race was half over, Jim Rice nailed 

' the Trophy Dash for BSA witha good ride 
over Coppage, Bailey and Breslford. 
Rice then pulled a third in the final, 

The Amateur final was billed as a two 
rider duel between Keith Mashburn and 
Dave Aldana, 

Aldana took the lead away from Mash- 
burn at the end of the third lap. The race 
was far from over with Mashburn cling- 
ing right to his competitor’s rear wheel 
all the way to the final two turns. It was 
Aldana’s best and smoothest TT ride of 
the year at Ascot, and he came up the 
winner, 

Mashburn, however, won the Amateur 
high point title by 51 points over Al- 
dana due to more and consistent racing 
earlier in the season. Bob Ferroheld off 
Terry Dorsch for third place with Don 
Dudek grabbing fifth spot. 

While the Aldana-Mashburn duel was 
close, it was not nearly as close as the 
Novice final that pitted John Hateley and 
Tod Sloane against each other for the 
season point title. 

John and Tod appeared to be worrying 
more about each other as they came into 
the race only nine points apart with 
Hateley in front However, Jim Raymond 
got the jump on both and led all the way. 

Sloane and Hateley finally got going in 
the late laps, caught Raymond on the last 
lap, and the three crossed the line with 
less than five feet between firstand third. 
Sloane edged Hateley for second by about 
a foot and took the season Novice point 
title by one point! — the closes point race 
ever recorded at Ascot, It was the final 
Novice ride for both,

Concessionaire 
Needed For 
Mini-Bike Park 


By Gael Buchanan 

There are undeveloped park lands in 
Anaheim which could be used for mini- 
bike riding areas if a concessionaire is 
found to undertake the project. 

Rich Gagnebin, Assistant Recreation 
Supervisor for the Anaheim Parks and 
Recreation Department, says he would 
like to see someone put the lands to good 
use while they stand waiting to be turned 
into parks, The sites are scheduled for 
development within the next ten years. 

However, until that time, the areas 
could provide a place where people 
could ride minibikes (and possibly bikes 
up to 100cc’s) without getting a ticket, 
Also, safety would be stressed to keep 
injuries to a minimum. Signs, helmet 
requirements, and hopefully aid from the 
city police are some precautions that 
would be taken, 

So far, Gagnebin has only considered 
the owners of Saddleback as prospects 
for the job. Heis still open to suggestions 
from anyone interested in leasing or 
paying a percent to the city to run a 
minibike park, He added that private 
parties investing in the land would get 
better liability rates than the city. 

The kind and quality of course to be 
created would depend on what the con- 
cessionaire is willing and able to do, 
The open fields where kids now ride 
unsupervised, would probably be graded 
and marked with signs. Whether a race 
would be established is up to the de- 
veloper and the support he receives, 

Since the lands, in many cases, are 
close to homes, riding hours causing 
the least possible disturbance to resi- 
dents would be worked out, 

Another possibility for a minibike park 
is fifteen acres of undeveloped land ad- 
jacent to Anaheim, away from homes, 

However, Gagnegin said, the land is 
owned by the county. He feels that he 
would almost have to have someone 
present a plan that he could submit to 
the county before he could get anything 
going. As yet, he has made no contacts 
concerning this site. 

Rich Gagnebin would appreciate a 
response from anyone interested in de- 
veloping a minibike park in either the 
city or county owned lands, He said he 
is ‘looking for someone who is willing 
to give it a try and see what happens."

You might have seen motocrosser 
Gary Bailey piloting a nifty little number 
around the Inter-Am pits this season, It 
is a 50cc Yamaha-engined mini-trail 
called the ‘‘Maverick’’, Inline with mod- 
ern mini design it is basically a minia- 
ture motorcycle, boasting swing-arm 
rear suspension, good telescopic forks 
(with damping) and a 3-speed gearbox, 

Although it is tiny enough to fit in any 
car trunk, or hang from divots on your 
74, even 6-foot-6er Bailey has:no trouble 
riding it with the seat in its lower posi- 
tion, In fact, Bailey generally keeps the 
front wheel aloft while making his rounds 
on his Maverick, The bike is a good 
handling mini, without that too-quick 
steering that makes so many others of 
its breed twitchy as a mustang with 
Parkinson’s disease. 

We flogged itaround the bumpy parking 
lot at Pepperell, Mass, and marvelledat 
its scrambler handling, instant horse- 
power and sudden brakes, Controls are 
identical to motorcycle controls and very 
easy to operate, It weighs under 1001bs. 
and you mix oil with the gas, 

Only problems we encountered were a 
broken alloy front brake lever, for which 
we decline the blame, and the footpeg bar 
is too softto withstand our 185 Ibs, crash- 
ing down at 30 mph, The folding pegs bent 
down, applying the rear brake and we had 
to lever them back into position to con- 
tinue. Bailey believes these problems 
will be corrected by the time you read 
this, So if you want a good pit bike, look 
into the Maverick, It sells for only $279 
and you can learn the name of your near- 
est dealer by writing to Gary Bailey,

Stuth Bounds To Crater Run Win 


By Jeanne Friestman and Jim Rathjen 


ZILLAH, WASH. Nov.. 23, 1969 — Bill 
Stuth bounded his 405 Husky across the 
Washington wilderness to win the 75 
mile Crater Run at Zillah, Washington 
which is becoming a real race classic in 
the Pacific Northwest, This year’s event 
had 383 riders going three laps around 
a 25 mile course filled with sage brush, 
sandwashes, dusty holes and soft hills. 

The sponsoring club, the Family Fun 
Wheelers of Yakima, positioned the long 
starting line about 200 yards in front of 
an incredibly steep and sandy hill, 

At the sound of the starters 10 a.m. 
rifle shots the riders ran to their bikes, 
started them and then 383 people tried to 
get 200 yards to the hill and 100 yards 
up and over it, All this on a hill that will 
easily accommodate up to 25 or maybe 
30 bikes without monumental pile-ups 
of men and machines, 

It happens almost exactly the same 
each year. Everybody tries to win a 75 
mile race in the first 300 yards. 

One fellow on a Bultaco tried the same 
spot on the hill nine different times, One 
of the officials suggested to him that it 
was legal to detour around the side of 
the hill, That path was a bitfarther but a 
lot easier. He shovted that he was going 
to climb that S,O.B, or load up and go 
home, Suddenly that hill had become the 
symbol of something that had to be 
conquered, 

The Crater Run gets its name from an 
extinct volcano. It is a big hole in the 
ground on top of a pretty good ridge with 
only one good way down into it and no 
good way out, Just to be sure that every- 
one enjoys the crater run to the fullest 
one of the check points is at the very 
bottom of the pit, At one point on the 
second lap, there were by actual count, 
29 riders lined up waiting for a shot at 
the climb out, 

Mel McKerlie of Spokane on a bigger 
than normal BSA single hada five minute 
lead on the rest of the field for the first 
two laps but the dust at the bottom of 
some of those holes got the best of his

Two bikes caught fire while stopped next 
to the gas area, but were put out quickly, 

Bob Burns on a 125cc Maicocame inat 
the end of lap one with a split tank and 
a boot full of gas. His pit crew got him 
on his way again by borrowing a Kawa- 
saki tank, which they buckled on with an 
old boot lace and one wrong sized bolt, 
a knee sock from an understanding girl 
and an oversized boot from a friend got 
Burns back on the road to happiness and 
a 125cc class win. 

Dave Friestman took first place in the 
200 class, 45 minutes ahead of the second 
200, and sixteenth overall, Friestman 
was also the 200ce winner in the spring 
event here, 

Greeves mounted Dwain Beard was the 
first place man for the 250’s, which per- 
haps is the most competitive,

Puffer of the day on her Yamaha and the 
14 and under class was profitable for 
Curt Brewer also on a Yamaha, 

There has been talk that there will 
never be another Crater Run and it’s a 
sad thought, But perhaps if we can get 
the cooperation of everyone we willagain 
be able to enjoy this most covetous 
course. Please refrain from riding the 
area since this land was offered in good 
faith and this is the land owner's request, 
Keep him happy and you keep us all 
happy.

the Korean war came on strong and the 
Powell Engineering plant converted to 
weapons production. 

“The scooter market was dying any- 
way,’’ Channing Powell reminisced re- 
cently. ‘‘There weren’t enough motor- 
bikes on the streets for people to watch 
out for them," 

From 1954 to 1957 the brothers turned 
out ‘Powell Power Wagons’’, pickup 
trucks for sportsmen based on 1947-48 
Plymouth chassis, They sold for an in- 
credibly low price and you still see 
them in use by surveyors and fishermen, 

In 1963 the two-wheeler fascination 
revived in the brothers’ minds and 
Channing sketched an advanced type of 
off-road scooter. Prototypes were made 
and tested and the design evolved into 
the modern Powell minibike, Until re- 
cently, sales were handled entirely out 
of their South Gate, Calif. factory. 

Then the machine scored five firsts and 
a second place in the hotly-contested 
Saddleback Park minibike races, ridden 
by 19-year-old Alan Powell, heir of the 
family genius for things mechanical, and 
demand for the new Powell minibike 
skyrocketed. Now the firm is looking for 
good dealers to retail their product, 

The Powell is simple, almost crude in 
appearance, but close inspection reveals 
a number of brilliant mechanical expedi- 
ents that owners will appreciate, Eight- 
inch wheels mount 4.5 inch knobby tires, 
giving an overall wheel diameter of 17 
inches — just about the biggest in the 
minibike category. Rough riders appre- 
ciate larger diameter wheels, which don’t 
find their way as easily into rabbit holes, 

A spring damped rear swing arm gives 
remarkably good traction and a pleasant 
ride on the roughest terrain. The 
countershaft sprocket is concentric with 
the swing arm pivot, so the chain never 
changes tension (an idea we wish more 
motorcycle designers would copy). The 
front forks are spring-loaded telescopics 
with plenty of travel and progressive 
damping so they're hard to bottom, Only 
the rear brake, while ingenious, seems 
to bear the mark of Walt Disney's favor- 
ite rodent, But for a machine that tops 
out at 22 mph, it is adequate.

into the Lower Sluce Box, but when I got 
to the Sluce Box all I could see was 
nothing but I could hear engines behind 
me, And I didn’t pass anybody onthe way 
to the rock pile. I haven’t figured that 
one out yet. 

The dune buggies get around really 
poor where the going gets rough, even 
worse than Jeeps (which is really bad). 
The reason the dune buggies don’t get 
around so good is because their wheels 
are too wide and they're geared too high, 

Dune buggies are great for doing what 
they are made for and that is running 
the sandy dunes but they sure getaround 
terrible where the going gets rough and 
rocky. 

But since I was at the Sluce Box again 
I thought I might as well give it another 
iry, so I did it again all by myself, 

When I got back to camp the truck was 
almost loaded and it was time to start 
for home. 


The comparatively heavy machine 
breaks down into four pieces by the 
simple act of removing two giant wing 
nuts, One allows the seat to be taken off, 
and the other holds the handlebars and 
forks together on the steering head. The 
main frame section weighs only 80 Ibs, 
so it can be easily lifted into a car trunk 
or airplane luggage compartment, Re- 
assembly is a simple task for anyone 
with two hands, 

Probably the most ingenious device 
invented by the Powells is the quick 
release rack-and-pinion 1/4-turn throt- 
tle. It not only gives a straight pull on 
the throttle cable, but yank a spring- 
loaded pin on the throttle housing and the 
cable slips out, allowing the handlebars 
to be easily separated from the engine 
section, Reconnecting is just as easy. 

Riding the Powell proved to us Alan 
Powell’s contention that he beat the other 
minis at Saddleback ‘‘because my bike 
just handled better.’’ Balance is perfect 
enough to ride hands-off for any distance, 
The four-stroke, string-starter engine 
performs satisfactorily and the Powell- 
built variable pulley drive is quite posi- 
tive throughout its range. A jockey shift 
lever locks the drive in lowest gear for 
heavy trailing or easy free-wheeling 
with the engine off. 

Wheelies, skids and tricky trials man- 
euvering are all easy with the Powell, 
and it makes a fair-to-middling street 
scooter with the lights and legal equip- 
ment installed, It is large enough for an 
adult to ride comfortably. 

Ata retail price of $199.50, ($215 with 
lights), the Powell minibike is going to 
make a lot of kids in the current news- 
boy generation envious or happy, depend- 
ing on whether their parents let them 
get one. But even if Santa is kind to the 
good little boys and girls, they'll still 
have a hard time getting it away from 
mom and dad.

OFF-ROAD REGISTRATION: ONE ANSWER TO M/C THEFT (Part 1p 


By Barbara Adams Dahms 


Although automobile theft is still with 
us it has lessened percentagewise and 
more automobiles are recovered and 
returned to their owners. However, an 
automobile is harder to steal than a 
motorcycle, Autos generally have to be 
driven away and manufacturers have done 
several things to make it harder todrive 
away a car that is not one’s.own, The 
demand for illegal parts for autos is 
considerably less than for motorcycles 
since the majority of generalautomobile 
repair is done by established shops which 
cannot risk dealing in ‘‘hot’’ parts, 

It is often charged that law enforce- 
ment is more concerned with recovering 
stolen autos than with theft prevention, 
The charge may be true and if itis part- 
ly because recovery is simply more 
possible, All automobiles have to be 
registered. The only exception at off- 
road dune buggies and their popularity 
has caused an increase in unsolved 
auto thefts. 

There is little hope of solving the 
motorcycle theft problem as long as that 
huge wastebasket called off-road vehi- 
cles exists, As long as your bike can 
disappear forever into the dirt, never to 
encounter a license plate again there 
will be motivation for theft, 

For sometime now there has been 
discussion of national off-road vehicle 


registration, Of course there is opposi- 
tion to the idea. We pay enough taxes 
now and motorcycle registration is dis- 
proportionately high. But there is much 
benefit to be gained from the registration 
of all vehicles on and off-road provided 
it is accomplished in a logical manner, 

Registration must be accompanied by 
an inspection to see that the machine 
matches the registration and that num- 
bers have not been altered, Registration 
should continue for a specified number 
of years or until the vehicle is outof use 
entirely at which time there should be 
some method of voiding the pink slip for 
use in registering an entire machine. 

The number of the motorcycle should 
be clear, easily read and repeated many 
more times on many more parts, The 
front fork, the frame, the crankcase, the 
sprocket, the gas tank, even the wheels 
should bear the number of the machine, 
They just might be etched on a special 
sort of surface like an eraseproof check 
which would make changes immediately 
obvious. 

I realize that this would hinder the 
game of musical motorcycle parts and 
the customizers won’t like it much, 
They are hassled enough by existing 
laws. But this hassle would make it 
harder. to make your stolen bike anony- 
mous, It would be possible to leave the 


original numbers and add new numbers 
when parts are legitimately changed. 
That might make it a little crowded 
sometimes but it would make the pedi- 
gree of the part more instantly obvious. 

The manufacturers can get into the 
act too to make the machines harder to 
steal, In addition to ignition and fork 
locks there might be wheel locks, gear 
locks or a burglar alarm which rings 
when anyone tried to move the machine, 

Motorcycle theft is a serious problem 
to all motorcycle owners, one that de- 
serves serious efforts to alleviate it.

Hermanis 
leading in points in the lightweight divi- 
sion and his closest competition is 
breathing down his neck, and maybe rides 
the 125 class most of the time, One Sun- 
day a truck full of chaps from San Diego 
or Bakersfield come along and enter the 
250 class and poor old Herman cna’t do 
better than third or fourth. His rival 
wins the 125 class and gets more points 
than Herman, and maybe overtakes him 
pointwise, 

The suggestion is that District 37 
points (not trophies, they goto who earns 
them) be paid only to District card hold- 
ers, not to visitors or guys with a pie- 
plate. Sound fair? That way Herman 
would have received first place points as 
he was the first District rider to finish, 
But the whole time we’re writing this a 
little gremlin is whispering in my ear, 
«Yeah, but if he couldn’t beat the out- 
of-town boys, tough!’’ 

Russ Darnell’s comments on moto- 
cross last week bear reading through at 
least twice and then digested thoroughly 
if you’re thinking of maybe taking on the 
Europeans some day. Some of Russ’s 
statements might hit pretty hard but 
everything he says is true. We’ve come 
a long way from the dismal days when 
Torsten Hallman first appeared and 
shook the colonies up but good, but there’s 
much work to be done yet.
